X^'i.Haljfli^ ifr OQinpelling everybody 
else' to 63'. h jw sack. St Johusbury, it 
appears, is a worlciuprinau's villaj^c — 
"an artiz.iU H paradise," Mr. Dixon 
calls it — in counectioii with the scale 
''znaauffic-Lory of Colonel Fairbanks. 
VTbe men (if Yannont, wo fire told[ 
"e^t^aej^f sptua' (>tlifer ; jSprfchera- 
jteWavd'^dopted that public act; 
which i.3 known to Eu^^dish jesters aud 
good fellcT'ft-f;' under tlie opprobrious 
title of the 3I:uiio lvi(LUor L:i\v. These 
advor.sarios of Bi.-ihop Still, and his 
riotuu* scavo of 'iTolly i,'ood idc/ com- 
mand a large majority of votes. Thov 
wish to drink water, and they will not 
Htand by and sao other men brink beer. 
They come of stout old border stock, 
with great capacities for solf-donial, 
and ateady-b;u-aing rage for saving 
weaker persoua than themselves. 
B^Dg virtuous thoy abolish cakes and 
f »le, and will notsufiur ginger to be 
hot in tho moutli. ' Wu live,' they say, 
'in a commouwealth where every man 
ia free, but we have only one law for 
all, aud what we like to do, yoo shall 
bo bound to do.' Hurrah for a 
majority of votes." An amusing so- 
lution of tho problem why such legis- 
lation aa tho Troliibitory Law has a 
hold upon tho afiectioias of the peoiilu 
in parts of tho New Euglaud States 
was given to Mr. Dixon by a passing 
strang,<r in the railway car. "Lank 
men are never sympathotic. Tho bony 
and cadareroud New Eughuiders, men 
all norvo and passion, have dono great 
things. But they are all lioad and no 
heart. They want more good humour, 
and especially more fat. Tbey are a 
thin people, with a tendency to water 
on the blood." 

Mr. Dixon was iuforiaod th.'it the 
law of compulsory abstiiionco is often 
evaded. ".\Iaay G-ood Templars are 
■vaiy good tipplers," and French and 
Irish workmen, rules or no rules, will 
have their drink. But so far as he 
could aee tho Act is sternly carried 
out on Sicepors' Greek aud Passunpsie 
Eivor. Not a public house exists in 
all St. Joiiiisbury, nor can a mug of 
beer, or a glass <>f wine, bj purchased 
openly by a guest to whom wine aud 
beer are portions of his daily food. No 
citizen is allowed to vend intoxicating 
drinfc, ou any pn'text or to any per- 
son. The Pr.iliibit.)ry Act u is ex- 
pected lany, (-ro apply to tobacco 
as well as to alcolioi. Mr. Dixou, who 
has passed through many countries, 
' &itd been broken to the ways of many 
men, found that in tho ubscnco of wiuo 
he could drink water with a Templar, 
and live in I'ouifort on tea au'.l mil!;. 
But a'l Oxonian in bis coniiiaiiy, rear- 
ed on foot b.ill grouud aud cricket, 
field, required beer. He propounded 
, ;t<>'^be hotel waiter the .crucial tost, 
<'6an you get me Q pint of ale?" Says 
Qur author: 

"I regard the waiter's faco, while 
saouiiug not to notice liiui. '\Veli,sii', 
it may bo got.' 'Then bring niosomo.' 
. ^Yes, sir; but it will take some time; I 
IftTO to sond for it.' 'To send for it 
' rr-where fyom?' •From tho Coiumis- 
Bioner's,' 'Pray, wlu) is this Conujiis- 
sionor?' 'AVho is this Coinmissiuuorl' 
'Yes, yes; cicdbo ine for the (piostion, 
I am but 11 stranger iu these parts.' 
•The Oommisaioner, air, is the town 
officer, iappointod by law to sell poisons, 
as I have hcurd your druggists are in 
liondon.' 'Very good; tl.fin ;-;"t me a 
pint hotido 01 tli:j poison called lias;' 
Pale Al(j.' The waiter ilis,n)p(\irs; Imt 
in a momont he returns with ])on and 
< paper in his hand. 'You must be 
j.iiad enough to write an order "for tho 
ale, and sign your namn l,o it fru- rc^- 
'COrd.' 'Sign my natnc for wha; ?' 'For 
rooord, sir; t!ie Town ('ouuniM^ionor is 
bound to ontov on ins boolcsthe iiaino 
of every ono to whom ho issue.-, fiom 
}i« store o boJ;t|§ Q£ bees,' 'Thei| I 
8^,411 baVo o place 'iti tho*^ a'fihives of 
Sfc'fvJohnBbuiy for my sins.' 'The a!e 
wilf 'diiirt&.iiil7 be'postcil against you,' 
rejoins; e»yiag which the mau pops 



out of door. Dinuor ia nearly dono 
when he cornea back, hidon with a 
couple of pint bottles, labelled with 
the name aihd mai'k of Bass. 'You've 
been loug in coming, but your chief 
appears to bo a liberal fellow. "\Vo 
require a pint; he scuds a quart.' 'Tho 
frvct is, sir,' tho waiter aussvors, with a 
leer, 'it's mj doing. There are two 
of you in all] one pint is little enough 
for ono; and our - Commissioner ,daro 
ni)t servo you a second time to-day. I 
told him that the order meant one pint 
for each.' " 

This is tho system followed where 
the Act is strictly enforced. Tho lo- 
cal authorities lay in a stock of brandy, 
boor, and wino, which is-carafully re- 
gistered in books and kept under lock 
aud key. Thesti poisons aro doled 
out, at the disereliim of this ollice, in 
snisU (luautitios, very nuich as deadly 
uightshado and nux voiiiica aro ihdeil 
out by a London druggist. A man 
may got a bottle of brandy for his pri- 
vate use, if so inclined, but his order 
for it is tiled, and tho delivery ontcred 
on the public books for every ono to 
aee. Mr. Dixon found five hundred 
man at work at the scale factory toil- 
ing hard iu great heat, all of wliom, 
"it is said," only driidv water and tea. 
But thoy work well, enjoy good health 
aud like tho tasto of water better than 
tho fume of alo^ In fact it is tiie 
workmen who 'afe tlie %nrmest advo- 
cates of tho prohibitive liquor i law. 
Thoy voted for it ever since. Each 
year of triid makes lh(;m more fanati- 
cal in its favour. The men who for- 
laerly drank most are now ilie stamu;- 
hesj; friejltis of, , the nhw.-. Men who 
itsacl to ]arQ33 ,^r^fi^i^0^o jgirplviug 
rieh. Many of themTivo in their! own 
housos. They attend their churches, 
and their children go to school. In a 
village of 5,()UU iniiabituiits no author- 
ity is visible. No p(jliceman walks 
the streets— on ordinary days there is 
nothing for a policeman to do. Six 
constables are enrolled for duty, but 
the men are all at woi k in t!io scale 
manufactories; and oiiiy don their 
uniform on special day.-i, to mako a 
littlo sho\r. "Should a tipsy stranger 
be taken iu tho streets (as sometimes 
happens, though the ease is rare), he 
is seized like a stray donkey, run into 
a pouud, and koph apart until he has 
alopt away tho fumes of his abomina- 
ble dram. An olllcer then inqiures 
whore he got hia drink. On tolling, 
he is sot free, and the person who sold 
the liquor ia arrested, tried, and 
punished for the man'* offence. The 
vi'ndor, not tlio buyer, is responsible 
for tliis breacli of moral order. It is 
just tho saino, wliethfir the parson 
snp[)lying the liquor stdls it or gives it 
away; so that a man eutertaining his 
friends at diuner has to stand before 
the magistrate and answer for the 
post-prandial conduct of his sever al 
guests."

The Queen Proviaco of Canada is 
again girding up her loins for a gen- 
eral eleclion. There is probably no 
communitj Tvhero the principles of 
self-government aro more throughly 
understood or fully -worked out. There 
are few -where the waves of party feel- 
ing lash more angrily against the cou- 
Btitutional bulwarks. Men now liv- 
ing, and not old men cither, can well 
remember when the Tories ruled that 
part of old Canada, — when the Ro- 
formers constituted but a small min- 
ority. Now, the tables aro completely 
turned. J The Tories (now in opposi- 
tion) cannot count one-third o| the 
House on a diyision. At the last gen- 
eral election for the Federail Commons, 
Reform swept Ontario from stem to 
stern, leaving only her* and there a 
Tory. It has been said that a reaction 
had set in and that the Tory party 
would tell a very different tale at the 
first opportunity; but late elections re- 
sulting from the npplicatioii- of the 
now and mo.st stringent, election law, 
do not appear to point in that direc- 
tion. In almont every instance where 
a lleformcr was unseated ho hao been 
reseated by a larger majority than*be- 
forc; and in one instance a new neat 
was gained to the party. This last re- 
sult, however, found an offset in the 
loss'of South Norfolk. On tho other 
hand, re-elected Tories have in moat 
instances had littlo to boast ol. Their 
leader only got in by the skin' of his 
teeth. His majority has dwindled 
down to se-renteen. Now, seventeen 
is a very narrow majority in a total 
vote falling little below throe thou- 
sand. Few persons would desire to 
see Sir John excluded from the Do- 
minion ParKament,— the theatre of a 
life's labor in the service of his coun- 
try; and it is really more in grief than 
in joy that we point to his diminish- 
ing majority. It seems difficult to 
discover in these circumstances evi- 
dence of that political reaction about 
•which the Opposition press has had so 
much to say. It remains to be si ou 
how far the liopca of the dinnnishod 
party will be realized at tho apprdach- 
Pro-vinc'al election, IJecinated in the j 
Commons, the party will make a dus- 
perate gtruggle to recover their ior- 
tunei in the Provincial House; bht wo 
confess ourselvei at aloas to conceire 
upon what that hope hangs. The 
party now in power would appear to 
possess to an unu.sual degree thneon- 
iidenco of tho people. Certain it is 
that tho Province was never better 
governed; and while it would proba- 
bly not be desirable that the Mov?ab 
Administration should coinmaiul a 
larger majority in tho new House tiiaii 
it has done in iho old, vro contideutly 
expect ard, in the intorestd of the 
country, hope to find it Avith a good 
•working uiajority.

His oath was binding upon him 
to put immediately to death any one who 
had spoken to the ])risoner. lint she 
confessed hor love for him and pleaded 
piteously for her young lile, Tho cap- 
tive also, to whom tho governor was 
much attached, joined his ijraj-ers to 
hers ami implored that they might be 
made man and wife, ami then tin? secret 
•«-oiild be safe. The g-overiiov •svas not 
stern enough to immolate his child, and 
perhaps a gleam of ambition may have 
llaohod across bis mind, as, iu the event 
of tho death of Louis XIV., tho prisoner 
would be acknowledged and hia da'ugliter 
sit on the throne of France. However, 
their nuptials wer.^ iieil'orincd by tin; 
priest of the castle in the dead of night, 
and all wore sworn to sccre(!y 
this union two children were born.
